Sugar  Beet  Program  - payment  to  growers  who  comply  with  minimum  wage  rates. 
Child-labor  regulations;  Wheat  and  Feed  Grain  Programs  - diversion  of  crop- 
land to  conservation  uses  and  surplus  prevention;  Price  Support  Programs  - 
stabilization  of  price  for  commodities  with  commodity  loans  and  purchase 
agreements;  Soil  Bank  Conservation  Reserve  Program  - sound  acreage  adjust- 
ments, and  soil,  water,  forest,  and  wildlife  conservation  practices;  the 
Cropland  Adjustment  Program;  Livestock  Feed  Program  - to  maintain  basic 
breeding  herds  during  disaster  by  drought;  and  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
Program  - crop  insurance  for  farmers  against  losses  beyond  the  control  of 
the  farmer.

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1966  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM  FOR  WYOMING 


Our  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  depend  on  conservation  of  our  seemingly 
abundant  natural  resources.  Installation  of  conservation  measures  is 
costly  and  many  conservation  measures  return  benefits  only  for  future 
generation,  or  the  returns  may  be  insufficient  to  repay  the  cost  over 
a reasonable  period  of  time.  Therefore,  it  is  the  joint  responsibility 
of  the  consumer  and  the  farmer  to  conserve  and  protect  our  agricultural 
resources.  To  help  protect  the  public  interest  in  these  resources. 
Congress  appropriated  $220  million  for  the  1966  Agricultural  Conserva- 
tion Program  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  farmers  and  ranchers  in 
carrying  out  needed  conservation  work.  Wyoming's  share  of  the  National 
appropriation  amounted  to  $2,124 , 000  which  was  expended  under  direction 
of  ASC  State  and  county  committees,  as  follows: 

$2,031,252  - in  cost-sharing  with  producers  for  completion  of  approved 
conservation  practices.  Included  in  this  amount  were  98 
pooling  agreements  which  benefited  996  farms  in  17  counties. 

104,661  - in  providing  technical  assistance  to  producers  through  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  for  the  installation  of  specified 
practices.  This  assistance  included: 

(1)  a finding  that  the  practice  was  needed  and  practicable 
on  the  farm, 

(2)  necessary  site  selection  and  layout  work  for  the 
practice, 

(3)  necessary  supervision  of  the  installation,  and 

(4)  certification  of  performance. 

5,253  - for  program  services  consisting  of: 

(1)  salary  and  travel  of  employees  on  the  ASCS  county 
office  payroll,  working  under  supervision  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service, 

(2)  ASCS  supervision  and  layout  of  certain  range  practices, - 
and 


(3) 


supplies  (mostly  stakes)  used  by  the  SCS  on  specified 
ACP  practices. 


266,383  - was  expended  in  cost- sharing  with  farmers  and  ranchers 
to  complete  the  restoration  work  for  heavily  damaged 
irrigation  facilities  and  farmland  in  Converse,  Platte, 
Sweetwater,  and  Uinta  Counties,  and  for  conservation 
measures  during  the  severe  drought  in  Campbell,  Converse, 
Crook,  Hot  Springs,  Johnson,  Sheridan,  and  Weston 
Counties .

SUGAR  PROGRAM 


The  1966  ougar  Program  was  administered  under  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948  as 
amended.  The  program  was  designed  to  protect  the  welfare  of  the  domestic 
sugar  industry,  to  provide  adequate  supplies  of  sugar  for  consumers  at 
fair  and  reasonable  prices,  and  to  promote  our  general  export  trade 
with  friendly  nations. 

Proportionate  shares  were  in  effect  for  the  1966  crop  of  sugarbeets. 
Growers  could  raise  sugarbeets  only  to  the  extent  of  their  established 
proportionate  share  of  the  total  State  sugarbeet  allocation.  Payments 
under  the  program  are  based  on  80  cents  per  hundredweight  of  commercially 
recoverable  sugar  up  to  7>000  cwt.  and  at  rates  progressively  lower  for 
each  additional  7>000  cwt. 

The  Sugar  Program  is  financed  by  a processor  tax  on  refined  sugar.  A 
tax  of  approximately  0.5  cent  per  pound  is  imposed  on  all  domestic  and 
imported  sugar  sold  in  the  United  States.  This  tax  more  than  pays  for 
the  Sugar  Program  payments  to  producers. 

To  qualify  for  payment  under  the  Sugar  Program,  producers  must  comply 
with  the  child  labor  and  fair  wage  provisions  of  the  act. 

The  1966  crop  was  considered  fair  with  a harvested  yield  of  16.4  tons 
per  acre  and  a planted  yield  of  15*1  tons  per  acre.  This  was  a 
considerable  increase  over  the  1965  .yield  which  was  12.4  tons  per  acre 
on  a harvested  basis  and  12.1  tons  per  acre  on  a planted  basis. 

Pages  51  through  55  provide ' statistical  data  by  counties  for  the  1966 
crop  of  sugarbeets. 
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1966  WHEAT  PROGRAM 


The  1966  ..'heat  Program  was  a voluntary  program  designed  to  continue  progress 
toward  the  goals  of  reducing  surpluses  while  maintaining  farm  income,  '..'heat 
programs  since  i960  have  been  spectacularly  successful  in  reducing  surpluses 
ss  well  as  maintaining  farm  income.  At  the  end  of  i960  wheat  marketing  year, 
the  carryover  of  wheat  stocks  held  by  farmers,  the  grain  trade,  and  Commodity 
Corporation  was  1.4  billion  bushels.  The  June  30>  19 66  carryover  of  wheat 
was  less  than  600  million  bushels. 

This  reduction  in  surpluses  has  been  accomplished  mainly  in  three  ways: 

1)  Overproduction  has  been  curtailed  through  voluntary  participation  by 
farmers  in  wheat  program, 

2)  Exports  have  been  increased  through  promotion  of  competitively- 
priced  American  wheat  in  overseas  markets,  an 

3)  Wheat  priced  competitively  with  feed  grains  has  increased  the  use 
of  wheat  for  feeding  livestock. 

The  1966  Wheat  Program  was  entirely  voluntary  and  a producer  could  sell  his 
entire  19 66  crop  for  whatever  price  he  could  get.  There  were  no  restrictions 
on  sales  of  the  19 66  crop  of  wheat. 

Certificate  payments  were  made  under  the  1966  Wheat  Program.  The  certificate 
payments  were  based  on  45  io  of  the  farm's  projected  yield,  times  the  farm's 
wheat  allotment,  times  61.32. 

A producer  having  an  allotment  of  100  A and  a projected  yield  of  27  bushels 
received  61,603.80.  This  was  computed  as  follows: 

100  A x 27  bu.  yield  = 2,700  bu. , the  projected  yield  production. 

45  /o  of  2,700  = 1,215  bu.  x 61. 32,  the  payment  rate,  = 61,603.80, 
the  certificate  payment. 

The  19 66  farm  wheat  allotment  was  based  on  a National  allotment  of  51*6 
million  acres. 

Producers  who  signed  up  under  the  program  and  diverted  an  acreage  equal  tp  15  /<> 
of  their  farm  wheat  allotment  to  conserving  uses,  planted  within  their  wheat 
allotment,  and  met  other  program  provisions  were  eligible  for  price  support 
loans  on  the  wheat  produced  on  their  allotments  and  were  eligible  for  domestic 
marketing  certificates.  They  were  also  eligible  for  their  share,  if  any,  of 
net  returns  of  the  export  certificate  pool. 

Statistical  data  covering  the  1 9 66  Wheat  Program  as  it  was  administered  in 
Wyoming  follows. 


3966  WHEAT  PROGRAM  STATISTICS 
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1966  FEED  GRAIN  PROGRAM 


The  1966  Feed  Grain  Program,  as  in  previous  years,  was  entirely  voluntary. 
Producers  on  farms  with  a corn,  barley,  or  grain  sorghum  base  could  take 
part  in  the  program  and  become  eligible  for  diversion  payments,  price- 
support  payments,  and  price-support  loans. 

The  program  was  designed  to  raise  farm  income  by  assuring  fair  prices  for 
feed  grain  producers  and  by  providing  a basis  for  stable  livestock  prices. 
The  program  continued  the  substantial  progress  toward  the  national  goal  of 
reducing  the  carryover  of  feed  grains  to  45  million  tons.  Previous  programs 
had  reduced  the  carryover  from  85  million  to  about  55  million  tons.  The 
program  reduced  program  costs  to  taxpayers  by  reducing  the  cost  of  storage 
of  grain  held  in  Government  Inventory. 

The  principal  points  of  the  1966  Voluntary  Feed  Grain  Program  w&re  as 
follows : 

1)  Take  out  of  production  20%  or  more  of  their  total  feed  grain  base 
and  otherwise  comply  with  program. 

2)  Only  those  taking  part  in  the  1966  Feed  Grain  Program  were  eligible 
for  price  support  payment  and  price  support  loans  on  their  1966 
crop  of  corn,  barley,  and  grain  sorghum. 

3)  Diversion  payment  based  on  a participating  farm's  projected  yield 
for  1966  and  total  price  support  rate  in  county  in  which  the  farm 
is  located  was  made  on  qualifying  acreage. 

4)  Price  support  payment  rates  determined  by  multiplying  farm's 
projected  yield  by  30  cents  a bushel  for  corn,  20  cents  a bushel 
for  barley,  and  29.68  cents  a bushel  for  grain  sorghums. 

5)  Price  support  payments  were  limited  to  the  acres  planted  up  to  50%, 
of  the  total  feed  grain  base. 

6)  An  acreage  equal  to  acres  signed  up  to  be  diverted  plus  the 
conserving  base  acreage  for  the  farm  must  have  been  devoted  to 
a conserving  use. 

7)  Producers  who  failed  to  fully  carry  out  their  intentions  were 
subject  to  substantial  deductions  from  payments  otherwise  earned. 

The  rate  of  diversion  payment  was  507.  of  the  total  price  support  payment 
rate  for  the  county  times  the  farm's  projected  yield  for  the  crop.  There 
was  no  minimum  diversion  payment  on  the  first  20%  of  acreage  diverted. 

Farmers  could  receive  half  the  diversion  payment  at  the  time  they  signed 
up.  The  remainder  of  the  payment  and  the  price  support  payment  was  made 
after  compliance  was  checked  in  fall  of  1966.

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PRICE  SUPPORT  — The  Price  Support  Program  dates  back  to  1933 9 when 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  first  supported  prices  of  corn  and 
cotton.  At  the  present  time,  price  support  is  offered  on  about  all 
grain  crops,  cotton,  tobacco,  beans  and  honey.  Price  Support  and 
Production  Adjustment  Programs  work  together  in  helping  balance  pro- 
duction with  demand.  At  the  same  time  supporting  prices  be  estab- 
lishing a "floor"  or  price  minimum.  The  program  gives  farmers  an 
opportunity  to  hold  their  crops,  without  price  risk,  for  later 
marketing.  That  tends  to  spread  marketing  over  the  season  and  there 
by  reduces  the  extent  of  price  variation  and,  in  turn,  establishes 
a reasonable  farm  price  stability  with  a fair  level  of  income  to 
producers • 

WHY  PROTECT  FARM  INCOME?  — Farming  is  the  Nations  biggest  industry. 
Farm  income  is  important  to  our  local,  State,  and  National  economy. 
Three  out  of  every  ten  jobs  in  private  employment  are  related  to 
agriculture.  A healthy  agricultural  income  means  a bright  financial 
picture  for  businessmen  on  the  main  streets  of  the  local  communities 
The  agricultural  income  is  spent  with  urban  businessmen. 

COMMODITY  LCAN  PROGRAM  — Under  the  loan  program  applications  for 
price  support  were  accepted  to  February  28,  1967  on  honey;  until 
March  J>1,  1967  on  rye;  until  April  30»  1967  on  "barley,  oats  and 
wheat;  until  May  31»  1967  on  d-ry  edible  beans;  and  until  June  J>0, 
1967  on  corn. 

The  loans  051  all  crops  matured  one  month  after  the  final  date  for 
accepting  applications  for  price  support. 

Thirty  days  prior  to  maturity  of  the  loan,  the  borrower  was  noti- 
fied of  these  alternatives  on  his  1966-crop  commodities: 

1.  To  pay  the  loan  in  full,  plus  J/i  c/'o  interest,  or 

2.  Deliver  the  commodity  to  CCC,  and 

3.  For  barley,  corn,  oats  and  wheat,  the  borrower  had  a 
third  alternative.  He  could  reseal  the  farm-stored 
commodity  for  another  year. 

GENERAL  — The  farm  programs  along  with  a healthy  export  program 
for  several  years  has  brought  the  supply  of  several  crops  in  balance 
with  demand.  This  resulted  in  market  prices  well  above  the  support 
price.  With  the  higher  market  prices  less  grain  was  placed  under 
price  support  in  1966  than  in  preceding  years.  One  exception  was 
dry  edible  beans.  The  fall  market  was  not  too  much  above  support 
so  producers  put  their  beans  under  loan  so  they  could  hold  for  a 
better  market.

FARM  STORAGE  AND  DRYING  EQUIPMENT  LOANS 

\ 


There  were  only  4 new  loans  made  under  the  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan  Program  between 
July  1,  1966  and  June  30,  1967.  The  few  new  facilities  are  understandable  as  the 
grains  produced  were  in  pretty  good  supply-demand  balance  and  the  market  prices  were 
more  favorable  at  harvest  time  than  they  have  been  for  a good  many  years.  As  the 
large  carryover  of  commodities  is  being  rapidly  brought  into  balance  through  partic- 
ipation in  the  production  adjustment  programs  there  is  less  need  for  extended  reseal 
loans  on  the  farm. 

A substantial  part  of  the  grain  placed  under  price  support  loans  each  year  is  held  in 
storage  on  the  farms  where  it  is  produced.  To  be  in  position  to  hold  their  grain  for 
orderly  marketing  and  to  utilize  the  price  support  programs  producers  must  have 
adequate  storage.  Right  on  the  farm  is  the  most  economical  place  for  this  storage 
in  most  cases. 

Since  the  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan  Program  opened  in  June,  1949,  up  through  June  30, 
1967,  a total  of  5,596,000  bushels  of  good  sound  farm  storage  facilities  have  been 
built  in  Wyoming  through  the  incentive  of  this  program.  This  additional  farm  storage 
has  served  real  well  in  bringing  about  more  orderly  and  timely  marketing  of  Wyoming 
grains .

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1966  MARKETING  YEAR  WOOL  PROGRAM 


GENERAL  --  The  Wool  Program  was  authorized  by  the  National  Wool  Act  of 
1954.  The  original  act  has  been  extended  several  times.  The  latest 
extension  covers  the  marketing  years  1966  through  1969.  The  program 
is  designed  to  maintain  the  production  of  domestic  wool  and  to  help 
wool  growers  obtain  a fair  return  for  their  investment  and  cost  of 
production . 

INCENTIVE  PAYMENT  --  The  act  provides  for  an  incentive  price  to  encourage 
greater  production  of  wool.  This  is  accomplished  by  means  of  payments  to 
growers  to  bring  their  income  from  wool  up  to  the  incentive  or  support 
level,  and  in  that  way  not  affect  the  competitive  position  of  wool  with 
other  fibers  in  the  open  market.  This  was  the  twelfth  year  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  program.  The  incentive  or  support  level  was  set  at  62  cents 
per  pound  in  the  first  eleven  years  of  the  program.  In  1966  the  support 
level  was  raised  to  65  cents  per  pound. 

The  grower  markets  his  wool  for  the  best  price  he  can  obtain.  At  the  end 
of  the  marketing  year  the  national  average  price  received  by  producers  is 
computed.  The  payment  is  a percentage  applied  to  the  growers  net  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  wool  after  marketing  deductions.  The  percentage  is 
arrived  at  by  determining  the  percentage  necessary  to  bring  the  national 
average  price  received  by  growers  up  to  the  support  level.  For  the  1966 
marketing  year  the  payment  rate  was  computed  as  follows: 

Incentive  or  support  level  65  cents  per  lb. 

National  average  price  received  by  growers  52.1  " " " 

65  -1-  52.1  = 124.7  67,  or  rounded  124.87, 

The  national  average  amount  received  by  all  growers  plus  24.87,  of  that 
amount  will  equal  65  cents:  That  is  24.87,  of  52.1  cents  = 12.92  or  12.9 
cents  (12.9  cents  plus  52.1  cents  equals  65  cents).  Therefore,  the  pay- 
ment rate  of  24.87,  of  his  net  proceeds  for  wool  sales  was  the  1966 
marketing  year  payment  to  the  grower. 
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The  national  average  price  received  by  all  growers  and  the  incentive 
payment  rate  for  each  of  the  marketing  years  follows:

*The  unshorn  lamb  payment  rate  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
weight  of  wool  per  100  lbs.  of  lamb.  The  value  of  lambs  wool  relative  to 
shorn  wool,  and  average  shorn  wool  incentive  per  pound.  For  1966  it  was 
computed  as  follows : 

5 lbs.  of  lamb  wool  per  100  lbs.  liveweight. 

Lambs  wool  80%  of  value  of  shorn  wool  (80%  of  5)  = 4 lbs. 

Shorn  wool  incentive  based  on  12.9  cents  per  lb.  (65  - 52.1). 

12.9  cents  x 4 = 51.6  cents  or  rounded  52  cents. 

HOW  IS  WOOL  PROGRAM  FINANCED?  --  Money  for  the  incentive  payments  come  from 
import  duties  collected  on  all  wool  and  wool  manufactured  goods  from  any 
foreign  country. 


1966  REFERENDUM  ON  ADVERTISING  AND  SALES  PROMOTION  OF  LAMB  AND  WOOL  -- 
State  and  county  ASC  Committees  were  assigned  the  responsibility  of 
conducting  the  referendum  to  determine  whether  or  not  growers  approved  of 
a new  agreement  between  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  American 
Sheep  Producer  Council,  Inc.  for  the  advertising  and  sales  promotion  of 
lamb  and  wool.  The  referendum  was  conducted  by  mail  ballots  during  the 
period  September  12,  1966  to  close  of  business  September  23,  1966. 

The  agreement  provided  for: 

1.  Continuance  of  the  financing  of  advertising  and  sales  promotion 
of  lamb  and  wool  by  the  American  Sheep  Producers  Council,  Inc. 
by  deductions  from  shorn  wool  and  unshorn  lamb  payments  for  the 
1966,  1967,  1968,  and  1969  marketing  years  under  the  National 
Wool  Act  of  1954,  as  amended,  as  authorized  by  Section  708  of 
the  Act. 

2.  Deductions  at  such  rates  as  the  Secretary  and  the  Council  may 
agree  upon  but  not  to  exceed  1\  cents  per  pound  of  shorn  wool 
marketed  and  at  a comparable  rate  (7%  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
of  liveweight)  for  unshorn  lambs  and  yearlings  marketed. 

To  become  effective,  the  agreement  had  to  be  approved  either  by  two-thirds 
of  the  producers  voting  or  by  producers  of  two-thirds  of  the  volume  of 
production  represented  in  the  referendum.  The  final  tabulation  showed 
that  nationally  producers  owning  10,839,714  sheep  (79.5  percent)  favored 
the  agreement  ^nd  owners  of  2,800,949  sheep  (20.5  percent)  were  opposed. 

In  Wyoming  73.1  percent  of  the  voting  producers,  representing  916,714 
sheep  (74.9  percent),  favored  the  agreement.  A summary  by  counties  is 
included  in  this  part  of  the  report. 

SUMMARY  --  The  tables  on  the  following  pages  give  a rather  complete 
statistical  story  of  the  Wool  Program  as  it  operated  in  Wyoming  in  the 
1966  marketing  year.  Revised  tables  for  the  1965  marketing  year  programs 
are  also  included.  Tables  for  previous  marketing  years  may  be  found  in 
the  ASCS  Annual  Reports  for  previous  years. 


SALES  OF  SHORN  WOOL,  PAYMENTS,  AND  PROMOTION  FEND  DEDICTIONS 

MARKETING  YEAR  1966 
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CONSERVATION  RESERVE  PROGRAM 
(SOIL  BANK) 

On  May  28,  1956,  Public  Law  540,  84th  Congress,  was  approved,  authorizing 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enter  into  Conservation  Reserve  contracts 
with  producers  during  the  five-year  period,  1956  through  1960. 

The  Conservation  Reserve  Program  is  a long  range  program  under  which 
farmers  have  voluntarily  contracted  to  take  cropland  out  of  production  for 
a specified  number  of  years  and  devote  it  to  conservation  uses.  In  return, 
the  farmer  receives:  (A)  an  annual  rental  payment  for  the  contract  period 

and,  (B)  assistance  in  either  cash  or  conservation  materials  and  services 
for  carrying  out  approved  conservation  practices  on  the  reserved  acreage. 
Farmers  are  required  to  apply  approved  conservation  practices  to  the 
reserve  acreage,  which  includes  establishing  grasses,  legumes,  or  trees, 
or  devoting  it  to  soil,  water,  forest  or  wildlife  conservation  practices. 
They  may  not  harvest  a crop  from  the  reserved  acres  or  graze  them,  except 
when  authorized  in  emergencies. 

Although  authorization  to  accept  additional  contracts  under  this  program 
ended  with  the  1960  program  year,  producers  earn  annual  payments  for  the 
remaining  years  of  the  contract  term.  Under  this  provision,  annual  pay- 
ments are  being  made  as  shown  on  the  following  tables.

ACREAGE  UNDER  CONSERVATION  RESERVE  PROGRAM  1960  - 1966 

(CUMULATIVE) 
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CROPLAND  ADJUSTMENT  PROGRAM 


The  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  was  established  under  Title  VI  of  the 
Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965. 

The  Cropland  Adjustment  Program  (CAP)  seeks  generally  --  through 
adjustment  and  conservation  payments  --  to  divert  cropland  not  needed 
at  present  for  agricultural  production  into  some  recreation  or  conser- 
vation use.  Agreements  are  for  5 to  10  years.  If  the  farmer  agrees 
to  permit  public  access,  without  charge,  to  his  CAP  land  for  hunting, 
fishing,  hiking,  or  trapping,  he  can  receive  an  extra  incentive  payment 
under  the  program. 

CAP  is  a long  range  program  under  which  farmers  have  voluntarily  agreed 
to  take  cropland  out  of  production  from  5 to  10  years  and  devote  it  to 
a recreation  or  conservation  use.  In  return,  the  farmer  receives  an 
annual  adjustment  payment  based  on  the  value  of  crops  previously  grown 
and  the  productivity  of  the  acreage  put  into  the  program.  The  farmer 
also  can  receive  cost-sharing  for  establishing  approved  protective 
cover  on  the  land.  They  may  not  harvest  a crop  from  the  designated 
acres  or  graze  them,  except  when  authorized  in  emergencies. 

Greenspan  is  a^so  authorized  under  Title  VI  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture 
Act  of  1965.  Under  Greenspan  governmental  bodies  can  receive  financial 
help  in  obtaining  cropland  for  permanent  conversion  to  open  space,  public 
recreation,  wildlife  habitat,  natural  beauty,  and  other  uses  that  control 
air  and  water  pollution.  The  cropland  must  be  land  taken  out  of  produc- 
tion of  crops  not  needed  at  present  time.  Greenspan  land-acquisition 
grants  may  cover  up  to  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  cropland  acquired  under 
its  provisions. 

There  is  very  little  cropland  adjacent  to  local  towns  and  cities  in 
Wyoming,  so  there  will  be  limited  activity  in  Greenspan.  In  1966,  we 
had  no  requests  for  assistance  under  Greenspan. 

The  following  tables  show  the  extent  of  agreements  under  the  regular 
Cropland  Adjustment  Program  in  the  first  year  (1966)  of  the  program.

1,514  LIVESTOCK  OWNERS  PURCHASE  FEED  GRAIN  — A total  of  1,514  Wyoming 
livestock  owners  in  ten  counties  purchased  28,553  tons  (57*106,904  lbs.) 
of  feed  grains  under  the  Livestock  Feed  Program  because  of  severe  loss 
of  feed  crops,  including  range  grass,  during  the  growing  season  of  19 66 • 

The  feed  shortage  was  so  severe  in  the  ten  counties,  which  include 
Campbell,  Crook,  Converse,  Hot  Springs,  Johnson,  Lincoln,  Niobrara, 
Sheridan,  Washakie  and  Weston,  that  livestock  owners  were  confronted  with 
a choice  of  selling  off  a large  portion  of  their  breeding  stock  or  operate 
at  a loss  due  to  the  cost  of  buying  their  feed  for  the  winter  at  higher 
than  usual  prices.  The  local  prices  of  grain  would  normally  follow  the 
law  of  local  supply  and  demand  - with  little  or  no  local  production,  due 
to  drouth,  the  local  prices  would  increase  rapidly.  However,  with  the 
announcement  of  the  Livestock  Feed  Program,  local  prices  became  rather 
stable  and  about  normal. 

Most  of  the  livestock  owners  carry  over  only  the  number  of  breeding 
stock  that  the  range  and  cropland  will  provide  feed  for  in  a normal 
year.  The  Livestock  Feed  Program  was  made  available  to  farmers  in  the 
ten  counties  to  avoid  reducing  basic  breeding  herds,  duch  reductions 
would  upset  th^  economy  of  the  towns  and  cities  in  the  area  who  depend 
upon  the  business  from  livestock  owners  to  make  their  businesses  a 
success . 

INTEREST  TC  URBAN  CITIZENS  — Two  things  of  interest  to  urban  citizens 
were  accomplished  through  the  Livestock  Feed  Program.  The  best  interests 
of  urban  business  and  labor, are  best  served  by  keeping  established  industry 
in  the  community.  In  this  instance  there  were  1,514  livestock  business 
concerns  in  jeopardy  of  going  out  of  business.  A little  help  in  the  form 
of  reduced  prices  for  feed  grain  helped  these  individual  livestock 
businesses  to  continue  to  operate  and  create  income  that  is  spent  in  the 
local  towns  and  cities. 

Local  businessmen  and  labor  were  helped  since  the  rural  livestock  owners 
purchase  their  machinery,  gas  and  oil,  household  goods,  groceries,  clothing 
and  furniture  from  businesses  in  the  local  town  or  city.  Without  this 
income  from  Agriculture,  many  businessmen  would  suffer  reduced  income  and 
less  profit  which  would  in  turn  cause  a lay-off  of  people  they  employ.
